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REMARKS 



Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the present application are respectfully 
requested in view of the following remarks. Claims 1-40 were pending prior to the Office 
Action. Claims 1-3, 5-12, 14-27, 34-35 and 38-39 are canceled. Therefore, 4, 13, 28-33, 36-37 
and 40 are pending. Claims 4, 13, 28, 36, 37 and 40 are independent. 

ALLOWABLE CLAIMS AND SUBJECT MATTER 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication of claims 28-33, 36-37, and 40 being 
allowable. See Final Office Action, item 6. Applicant further appreciates the Examiner's 
indication of claims 4 and 13 as including allowable subject matter. See Final Office Action, 
item 7. Claim 4 is amended in independent form to include the subject matter of claim 1 and 
claim 13 is also amended in independent form to include the subject matter of claim 1. 
Therefore, claims 4 and 13 are also allowable. 

§ 102 REJECTION - BRAIS, ANDERSON 

Claims 1-3, 5-9, 12, 14-27, 34-35 and 38-39 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
allegedly being unpatentable over Brais et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,995,936) in view of Anderson et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,790,878). See Final Office Action, items 3-4. While not acquiescing to the 
Examiner's allegations but merely to promote the progress of the application, these claims are 
canceled. Therefore, the rejection is rendered moot. 
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Applicant respectfully requests that the rejection of claims 1-3, 5-9, 12, 14-27, 34-35 and 
38-39 based on Brais and Anderson be withdrawn. 

S 103 REJECTION - BRAIS. ANDERSON, HAYASHI 

Claims 10-11 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C.§ 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable 
Brais in view of Anderson and Hayashi (U.S. Patent No. 6,469,738). See Office Action, item 4. 
While not acquiescing to the Examiner's allegations but merely to promote the progress of the 
application, these claims are canceled. Therefore, the rejection is rendered moot. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the rejection of claims 10-11 based on Brais, 
Anderson and Hayashi be withdrawn. 



All objections and rejections raised in the Office Action having been addressed, it is 
respectfully submitted that the present application is in condition for allowance. Should there be 
any outstanding matters that need to be resolved, the Examiner is respectfully requested to 
contact Hyung Sohn (Reg.
